2. I am an assistant professor in the Pediatrics Hema & Oncology at Baylor College 
of Medicine. I am skilled in the field of immunology and inflammation. 

3. I am one of the inventors, and I have read the above-captioned patent application, 
as well as all Examiner's Actions and responses. 

4. In the present application, myself and Judith Margolin envisioned that 
administration of a competitive inhibitor to TREM-1 mediate functions of 
TREM-1 (See paragraphs [0097]-[0112]). More specifically, we proposed 
modulating inflammation in septic shock by administering a competitive inhibitor 
of the ligand for TREM-1 (See paragraphs [0175]-[0178]). 

5. Similar experiments as to the ones we proposed in the present application were 
preformed by Bouchon et al. We assert that the data presented by Bouchon et al. 
in Nature 410:1103-1107, 2001 are representative data that would have resulted 
from our proposed experiments in the present application. Thus, we assert that 
the experimental outlined in the present invention and provided sufficient 
guidance for those of skill in the art to perform the claimed invention.
